Dried prunes, fresh apples, 
canned goods and ‘umber were the 
principal commodities in the cargo 
of the Furness motorship Pacific 
Grove which sailea for England re- 
cently from this coast. 


Holdings of dressed poultry on 
the Pacific Coast the 1st inst, were 
heavier than a year ago, amounting 
to 4,966,000 pounds, announced the 
Federal-State marketing service. 
Stocks were increased during De- 
cember by 835,000 pounds. 


Patient records of inmates in 
State hospitals for the insane are 
not public records and may not be 
opened for public inspection or 
used in court proceedings, accord- 
ing to Attorney General U. S. Webb. 
The opinion was requested by the 
State Department >f Institutions. 

Sacramento was the wettest city 
in America in 1931. Records of the 
city engineering department shows 
that last year every man, woman 
and child in Sacramento used an 
average of 272 gallons of water 
daily, or 89,280 gallons annually. 
The total gallons pumped into the 
city mains for the year was 8,452,- 
000,000, 


San Francisco was first and Oak- 
fand second among cities west of 
the Missippi in per capita expendi- 
ture for unemployment relief.

$385,000 Although 5000 acres were 
planted, production per acre fell 
off because of various weather 
causes. 


The Kelco Company of Los An- 
geles has leased approximately 
twenty miles of kelp beds along the 
Santa Barbara county coast, the 
State Fish and Game Commission 
has disclosed. 


San Diego’s naval population was 
increased by 1400 officers and men 
with the arrival of the three cruis- 
ers Omaha, Concord and Cincinnati. 
These vessels, all of Cruiser’ Di- 
vision 3, came from the eas* coast 
to make that port their permanent 
home. They will probably be fol- 
lowed in May by the Milwaukee. 


California incomes subject to 
Federal income taxes suffered rela- 
tively slight curtailment during 
1931, as compared to the decline re- 
vealed in many other States. This 
was revealed in dispatches from 
Washington, D* C., summarizing a 
Treasury Department report on in- 
ternal revenue collections. Income 
tax payments in California during 
1931, the report showed, declined 
only 80 per cent as compared with 
1930, while in some other populous 
States the drop was 50 per cent, 
and in the less heavily populated 
States reached 60 per cent. 

With the sale of $275,000 of 4% 
per cent State Park bonds, the 
State Park Commission announced 
it will proceed with the program 
of purchasing additional areas for 
park and recreational purposes. 
The $275,000 will be matched by 
private funds. The program in- 
cludes the purchase of beach land 
in San Diego county, $50,500; the 
Morro Strand water front in San 
Luis Obispo county, $15,000; the 
Cerca del Mar beach land in Santa 
Barbara county, $53,000, and 200 
acres along the Redwood Highway 
in Humboldt county, $139,000. 


San Fernando Valley is expecting 
a “comeback” in the wholesale 
growing of sugar beets this sum- 
mer. Last season only about 600 
acres were planted. Ten or a dozen 
years ago the sugar beet crop was 
the largest and most profitable, and 
each year’s harvest was gathered 
from several thousand acres. Grad- 
ually the growing of lima beans 
took the place of beets. It is now 
stated that at least 2000 acres will 
be planted to sugar beets in the 
valley this spring, and large tracts 
are being prepared for the plant- 
ings. All beets are shipped to the 
sugar beet mill at Oxnard. 

Monterey trees trans- 
planted 
fornia are doomed, according to 
State Forester Pratt, by beetles and 
cankerous growth experts have 
been unable to overcome. Pratt and 
Prof. Woodbridge Metcalf of the 
University of California Forestry 
Extension service have agreed that 
press trees of this species grow- 
ing in San Joaquin Valley and 
along the coast, except on the Mon- 
terey peninsula, are being depleted 
by pests and disease and will have 
to be replaced by a hardier stock 
of windbreaks, For some reason or 
other, the officials said, the cypress 
trees on the Monterey peninsula, 
the area of origin, have not suf- 
fered from the canker disease and 
pesis nearly as much as _ those 
transplanted.

All of the good farming land in 
McFarland community is being 
leased this year, quite as in other 
years, and much of it will be put 
into cotton in spite of discouraging 
current prices. The gins are plan- 
ning to finance those whom they 
know to be good farmers, having 
fertile, well-leveled land and satis- 
factory water conditions. “Cotton is 
as good as anything, and the price 
won’t stay down forever,” seems to 
be the view of many ranchers. A 
good deal of land is being leased 
for watermelons and some for can- 
taloupes, while the growing of 
truck crops, such as lettuce, beans, 
and peas, on small acreages, is in- 
creasing, since it has paid well for 
some years. 


During recent years fewer and 
fewer California boys and girls 
have gone home from school with 
the sad news of failing to be pro- 
moted to the next grade, school 
authorities say. And at the same 
time, the number of pupils allowed 
to skip grades, or complete work 
in less than normal time, has de- 
creased. As stated by Claire F. 
Muncy, Department of Education 
statistician, “the tendency in Cali- 
fornia schools in recent years is 
to promote pupils in accordance 
with their age.” The problem of 
keeping children progressing 
through school at a normal rate 
is an old one, Muncy said, but only 
in recent years has it been attack- 
ed seriously. When it comes to 
skipping grades, girls are some- 
wh:t ahead of the boys, the figures 
show. Two per cent of the girls in 
the elementary schools each year 
go ahead of their regular classes, 
while only 1.8 per cent of the boys 
make such rapid progress. And at 
the same time, more boys are re- 
quired to repeat grades, 8.4 per 
cent failing to pass, as compared 
with 6 per cent of the girls. 


A total of $49,556,692 has been in- 
vested in homes and farms for ex- 
service men by the California Vet- 
erans’ Welfare Board in its nine 
years of operation, according to 
George M. Stout, secretary of the 
board. The first bond issue of $10,- 
000,000 for the purchase was voted 
in 1921. Since then two other issues 
of $20,000,000 each were voted by 
the people of the state, making 
$50,000,000 the total available. This 
amount has now been practically 
expended with a long list of vet- 
erans still waiting for loans.
